Ican't really say much 
about Brian James's perfomance as I couldN't see him from where I was standing. 
They really worked the crowd up with comments like: 

"WHAT I WANNA KNOW IS "WHY IS THIS PLACE STILL IN ONE PIECE? '"" 

and 

"THEY TOLD US THE DINGWALLS CROWD WAS NOISY. LET'S 'EAR YERI" 

THEaudience replied whth a mass of pogo-ing and a hail of gob, 

the damned gobbed back, The bouncers in front of the stage were laying into 


the fans, and they eventually had to speiind more time wiping green speks out 
of their hair than puttin the boot in.
